But I 
do believe that unless a series Bape acer me 
is ‘made by 'th itmen ship of this city there 
is liable, at ag session of the Legis- 
lature; to be an attempt made to curtail this 
law, and I don’t think that any man who has 
anything to say in this city can express him- 
self too forcibly or use his influence too 
strongly against that gort ‘of thing. I be- 
lieve every man who is a candidate for the 
Legislature should put himself on record 
and sign a pledge to stand by the civil serv- 
ice law as it ig at present on the statute 
books.” 

“Tf a member of the Commen Council 
abuses his office he is nominally liable to fine 
and the penitentiary. It is possible for a 
man: outside of the Common Council to do 
as contemptible acts without the Hability 
of incurring either fine or penitentiary. If 
we follow the history of the elevated ordi- 
nances in Chicago perhaps we may see 
where this hinges-’’ 


Harlan Will Be on Hand. 


Ald. Harlan gave the audience clearly to 
understand he would be in the midst of the 
next shindgy which takes place inthe Coun- 
cil and which he thought was likely to be 
provoked by the loop ordinance. As one 
of the new Aldermen he said he feared he 
might be embarrassed by the-publc expect- 
ing. as much from him on the one hand as 
it had reason to apprehend on the other if 
his chief opponent had been successful. He 
went ‘into the fight in his-ward with confi- 
dence in the average man and he was not 
mistaken. Boteé Bad tall bin he was. a 
‘silk stocking ” that he would have to. 
make his campaign east of Clark’street. He

| DEATH OF GEN NICHOLAS GREUSEL. 


Veteran of the Mexican War and Com- 
mander of a Brigade in Sheri- 
dan’s Division Passes Away. 

Aurora, Ill., April 25.—{Special.]—By the 
death of Nicholas Greusel, which took place 
in Aurora this morning, there passes away 
one of the most picturesque figures of the 
Civil War and one of the last survivors of 
the war with Mexico. 

When the Mexican War broke out Greusel 
was living in Detroit, Mich. He hastily re- 
cruited a company and went to Vera Cruz 
as its Captain. During the march to the 
City of Mexico his troops experienced severe 
fighting. 

One of the first companies to respond to 
President Lincoln’s call for volunteers was 
one recruited in Illinois by Greusel. On the 
crganization of the Thirty-sixth Illinois 
Regiment he became its Colonel. In the re- 
organization of Gen. Wallace’s forces after 
the campaign of 1862 Col. Greusel was made 
Brigadier-General in command of the Thir- 
ty-sixth and Thirty-@¢ighth Illinois, Twenty- 
fourth Wisconsin, and Twenty-first Mich- 
igan, Hiscock’s Missouri battery, and Bar- 
ret’s two Illinois batteries, comprising a 
brigade in Sheridan’s division. 

He moved to Aurora several years ago 
to be near his old comraaes. He has been a 
great sufferer from cancer for two years. 
He was born in Bavaria July 4, 1817. 

The funeral will'be held Sunday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock from the Episcopal Church. 


HURRYING UP A STREET RAILWAY. 


West Chicago Avenue System Urged 
to Complete Its Work.

In an Interview at Springfield He Says 
for Years and as Is Provided For in 
the Call—Several Candidates Al- 
ready on the Field and Open Head- 
quarters. ’ : :

All are brimful of confidence and hope in 
the success of their individual aspirations. 
As is usual under the circumstances the 
most interest is taken in the Governorship, 
and Mr. Tanner was pulled and hauled 
around at a great rate by reporters, personal 
friends, and others. 

Capt. Tanner wore a new pearl-colored 
fedora, which sat jauntily on his brown 
curls, and carried the usual hearty hand 
clasp and pleasant smile for everybody he 
met. Even Frank W. Tracy, who loveth 
not Tanner akin to the love of David and 
Jonathan, in passing the Leland received a 
gladsome “ how de do.” 


Tanner Reviews the Situation. 

“There is littléI can say,’’ said Mr. Tanner. 
“We will have the. most interesting and 
profitable convention, and I am glad that the 
ratio was so fixed that the largest number 
of Republicans will meet here next week 
to select candidates and outline policies for 
the Republicans of Illinois that has ever 
gathered in a State convention in this State. 
So far as my own candidacy is concerned, I 
am perfectly satisfied,’ and the smile around 
the corners of his mouth testified to the con- 
tent he felt with the situation. 

“T have now over 800 instructed delegates, 
and when the roll call is finished in the con- 
vention it will be discovered that I have a 
total on thefirst ballot of over 1,100. There 
are 1,335 delegates in the convention, as you 
know, and I think I ought to be satisfied 
with 1,1000f them.” 

“Some of the newspapers are trying to 
make a point in regard to the organization 
of the convention. What is the precedent or 
rule, and what will probably be done at the 
convention on this point next week?’ was 
asked of Mr. Tanner. 


The Usual Program. 

“ As far back as I can remember,” he re- 
plied, *“‘ and generally in all conventions of 
a political nature, the political committee 
that calls thé convention names a temporary 
presiding officer. Temporary secretaries are 
sometimes named from the body of the con- 
vention. Then the convention receives the 
nates of the committeemen from the vari- 
ous Congressional districts on these com- 
mittees: Resolutions, Credentials, Perma- 
nent Organization, and Rules, to select del- 
egates-at--large to the national convention, 
and name ectors-at-Large. When these 
committees are named and the convention 
has nothing to do except receive the names, 
a recess is taken until after dinner. 

‘In the meantime the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization meets. It is composed 
of twenty-two members, one from each Con- 
gressional District. This committee agrees 
on permanent officers forthe convention. It 
makes its report to the temporary organiza- 
tion and its report is always adopted. 

“ The minority, if there should be one from 
the committee, might bring in a minority 
report. The leader of this minority would 
move to substitute his report for that of the 
majority. There the issue would be joined 
as between the majortiy and minority. 


No Chance for Juggling. 


“ There is absolutely no chance for ‘ snap ” 
judgment or amy juggling. There is no 
way of getting around this proceeding and 
be decent and orderly. No rights are 
lost, and every delegate in the convention 
has a fair chance to make a choice as be- 
tween two candidates for Permanent Chair- 
man. The matter is so simple that a child 
can understand. it, and it is criminal 
Republican newspapers attempting to raise 
a hue and cry over it. 

**I am confident that the sober judgment 
of the delegates will settle the matter with- 
out disorder and without friction. In the 


have been consulted by the Committee on 
Permanent Organization as to their prefer- 
ences for Permanent Chairman.

“In regard to the selection of delegates- 
at-large to the national convention there 
seems to be indications of a-fight on that 
order of business,’ was suggested. 

** Yes, some gentlemen have an idea that 
the old time order of business ought to be 
canceled and a new order made especially 
for them put in force this year. I don’t 
think so. Illinois is more interested in the 
selection of a State ticket. 


An Analogous Case. 


“Why, it’s just like this. I am a candi- 
date for Governor, and in. company with 
other candidates for Governor am invited to 
attend the Fulton County Republican con- 
vention. This convention was called for the 
purpose of naming a county ticket and se- 
lecting delegates to the State convention. I 
cannot be present, but send a man to act 
for me. He calls on the candidates for 
county offices and wants_to know who is to 
be Chairman of the convelition. They would 
probably tell him that it was none of his 
business. Well, he wants the delegates to 
the Siate convention selected the first thing. 
But he is told that there is a regular order of 
business that they see no reason for throw- 
ing aside. My representative doesn’t like this. 
Maybe he is afraid he is in the minority, and 
is seeking a chance to cry fraud. He urges 
his points, but the Fulton County fellows 
are firm in running their own county af- 
fairs to suit themselves. He is told that if 
he has a friend in the county convention 
he will be recognized to make a proper mo- 
tion at a proper time, and that he will be 
aceorded the fullest liberty consistent with 
good order and decent convention govern- 
ment.

** The order of business for the convention 
next week, does it differ in any material 
point from former ones?’ 


’ How the Call Reads. 


“It does not. The order of business is so 
old that it has become more than a prece- 
dent—it is a law of Republican State con- 
ventions. Each State committee takes the 
preceding call and by changing a few dates 
and possibly the ratio sends it forth, and it 
has never before been challenged. I see no 
reason for changing it at this time. Here is 
the way the call reads on that point: ‘ For 
the purpose of placing in nomination candi- 
dates to be voted for at the November elec- 
tion, 18095, for the following offices in the 
order named—to wit: Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor of 
Public Accounts, State Treasurer, Attorney-

large and oné Elector from each Congres- 
sional district in the State. Also to elect 
four delegates-at-large and four alternates- 
at-large to the National Republican canven- 
tion.

Such ticket 
is to be available, however, for organized 
parties only, and is not to be sold to parties 
made up by scalpers or others with the in- 
tention of cutting the regular rates. 

A majority of the railroad lawyers have 
given opinion that the railroads can legally 
sell reduced rate tickets to theatrical, base- 
ball, and other organised parties traveling 
together, without having to give the same 
privilege to scalpers and others who make 
up parties of regular passengers for the pur- 
pose of securing cut rates. 
MILEAGE TICKETS WILL BE SOLD. 
Plan of the Western Roads to Prevent 

Their Misuse. 

So far as the Western roads are concerned 
the mileage ticket problem has been solved. 
An agreement has been made by the execu- 
tive officers to continue the sale of 1,000 and 
2,000 mile tickets. The necessary arrange- 
ments could not be perfected to put the 
agreement in effect May 1, as was originally 
intended, and therefore June 1 will be the 
date when Chairman Caldwell will assume 
supervision over the mileage ticket business. 

A committee has been appointed to pre- 
pare regulations under which the business 
is to be conducted. Two thousand mile tick- 
éts will be sold by the various roads at a 
gross rate of $50, with a rebate of $10 after 
the coupons haveall beentakenup. The re- 
funds will be made by Chairman Caldwell 
instead of by the roads which issued them. 
One thousand mile tickets at a net rate of 
$25 will also be sold. These tickets will be 
of the signature-punch description to pre- 
vent their use by others than the regular 
holders. 

If the Chairman finds that tickets have 
been wrongly used the Chairman is author- 
ized to fine the roads issuing them the 
amount of the rebate. 


REPORT ON PACLEIC RAILROAD BILL 


Lines of Policy Open to the Govern- 
ment Are Outlined. 


Washington, D. C., April .25.—Chairman 
Powers of the House Committee on Pacific 
Railroads today presented to the House the 
report of the majority of the committee upon 
the Pacific railroad bill. 

The report sketches very briefly the fa- 
miliar history of the legislation by which 
the government granted subsidy bonds to 
the Pacific roads, and then outlines exhaust- 
ively the provisions which Congress has 
made from time to time for the repayment 
of the bonds. The report says on this point: 

*“ The acts of Congress prescribing the pro- 
vision to be made by the companies for the 
repayment of bonds and the interest there- 
on, have all*been fully complied with by the 
companies. . 

“It is believed by Congress,’ the report 
gays, ‘‘ that the provisions so prescribed to 
be made would suffice to discharge the sub- 
sidy bonds and interest thereon at maturity. 
As a matter of fact they have not sufficed. 

From statements furnished by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Chairman Powers 
shows that the total subsidy bends advanced 
were: Union Pacific railroad, $27,236,512; Kan- 
sas Pacific railway, $6,303,000; total, $33,- 
539,512. Central Pacific railroad, $25,885,- 
120; Western Pacific railroad, $1,970,500; 
total, $27,855,680. Total subsidy bonds ad- 
vanced to these companies, $61,395,192. 

The repayments were: [J/nion Pacific rail- 
road, $38,569,935; Central Pacific railroad, 
$18,185,458; total, $56,755,394. The repay- 
ments on Jan. 1, 1807 fall short of an amount 
equal to the principal of the subsidy bonds 
advanced by about the sum of $4,689,797. 
The remaining debts to the government as 
of Jan. 1, 1807, are: Union Pacific and Kan- 
gas Pacific, $53,715,408; Central Pacific and 
Western Pacific, $57,681,514. 

Three possible lines of policies seemed open 
to the government, Mr. Powers states—viz.: 

Finst—To enter into possession of the prop- 
ertiés which would involve the immediate 
payment of $61,385,000 first mortgage bonds. 

Second—Foreclosure and sale of the gov- 
ernment’s lien, which would : practically 
reach the same result of the government’s 
acquisition of the roads. ,The roads, if sold 
for what they would fetch, would yield little 
or nothing for the government on its debt. 

Third—To make an arrangement with the 
companies which should secure to the gov- 
ernment the payment of fixed amounts at 
prescribed date’ as large as the reasonably 
anticipated earnings would bear. 

The committee, the report continues, 
adopted the third plan and extended the 
government lien to embrace the whole prop- 
erties, including terminals, branch lines and 
feeders, and equipments. In this connec- 
tion it is said:- ‘*‘ Without these it would be 
impracticable to operate successfully the 
subsidized properties, which are confined to 
interior railways without the terminals and 
outlets indispensable to a complete and effi- 
cient property. On the other hand, no set- 
tlements should be made which would leave 
the government at its present disadvantage 
and which does not provide for the govern- 
ment security completed in the respects in 
which it has been heretofore so clearly de- 
ficient.”’ y 

The bill requires the Southern Pacific lease 
of the Central to be modified to guarantee 
the indebtedness of the Central. The report 
estimates $4,000,000 to be a fair average of 
the annual earnings of the roads, and de- 
clares that it will be folly to exact more 
each year than the income of that year could 


’ discharge. On this basis, itis estimated, the 
. payment of fixed charges each year will be: 


Central Pacific, $3,825,980; Union Pacific, 
$3,628,548. In each case a small margin is 
left to cover unexpected contingencies. The 
report continues: 

“It is provided that the charge due to 
companies from the government for trans- 
portation of mails, supplies, etc., shall be 
withheld by the government if default is 
made in any year's payment. These charges 
alone will nearly meet the annual interest 
charges. The bill authorizes the Union Pa- 
cific to issue a new 4 per cent mortgage for 
the amount.of its existing first mortgage, 
$54,781,000. The Central Pacific is to extend 
its first mortgage on the aided portion of its 
line at a rate not exceeding 5 percent. This 
added to the existing first mortgages agzgre- 
gates $63,564,000—less sinking funds applica- 
ble thereto, amounting to $10,763,000—which 
leaves the mortgage indebtedness on the en- 
tire system at $52,801,000.

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‘* Americans generally have a very imper- 
fect undérstanding of the Manitoba school 
controversy,” said Samuel Hughes, member 
of the Canadian Parliament, who is regis- 
tered at the Auditorium. ‘“‘ The question at 
issue is whether the Catholics, under the 
terms of the Constitution, shall have the 
same rights in the matter of religious in- 
struction as are enjoyed by the Protestants. 
In 1870, when the Province of Manitoba was 
established, the Catholics were in the ma- 
jority, and the Protestants, with a view of 
protecting their interests, succeeded in caus- 
ing the adoption of provisions permitting sep- 
arate religious instruction in the schools. 
By 1890, however, the Protestants outnum- 
bered the Catholics and a law was drafted 
making the schools entirely secular, and this 
law should have been adopted, but a strong 
element among the Protestants opposed it, 
and finally a law was passed providing for 
religious instruction, but it was clearly in 
the interests of the Protestants, whereupon 
the Catholics, availing themselves of the 
right of appeal, carried their case to the Ju- 
diciary committee of the Privy Council in 
England, which, after hearing the case, de- 
cided that they had a grievance and referred 
them to the Canadian authorities for ad- 
jJustment. 

“The Governor-General requested the au- 
thorities of Manitoba to redress the griev- 
ance, but they refused, and then the matter 
was referred to the Canadian Parliament. 
The matter dragged along for two or three 
years, for it was an unpleasant question to 
have anything to do with, but at the recent 
session of Parliament a bill was introduced 
providing for Catholic schools, Parliament, 
however, adjaurned without paseing the law, 
and this question will undoubtedly enter 
largely into the campaign which is now be- 


ginning in the Dominion.

Cannot Understand Harper. 


“TY do not charge Dr. Harper with moral 
dishonesty, but there is either some mental 
obscurity on his part or an unfortunate abil- 
ity to make ‘himself understood, and one is 
naturally disposed to ask, with reference to 
him, as a little girl asked with reference to 
God, after listening to one of the higher 
er{tics: ‘Papa, if the Lord didn’t mean 
what he said, wey didn’t he say what he 
meant?’ 

“TT was asked if Mr. Rockefeller was 
aware of the trend of teaching at the Uni- 
versity which he founded. I said Mr. Rocke- 
feller had the utmost confidence in Dr. Har- 
per, and doubtless had been led by Dr. Har- 
per to believe that whatever complaint was 
made of the university teaching was made 
by men who were not abreast of the times; 
who were superannuated old fogies; who 
misconceived entirely the great purposes of 
the university, which was to clear away the 
rubbish of tradition and superstition that 
all the world might see the naked and solid 
foundations of truth. I said Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, who was not an expert and had absolute- 
ly no knowledge of details of university 
work, would naturally and hopefully accept 
this view, and therefore there was little like- 
lihood of a protest on his part. 

‘** As to the coarseness or brutality of the 
utterances attributed to me by this corre- 
sporident, I repudiate it entirely. I think 
possibly Dr. Harper and his ‘staff believe 
they are doing God's service, but I honestly 
believe they are as grossly mistaken as was 
Saul of Tarsus before his conversion.”’ 

President Harper refused to discuss the 
attack. “IT have not had time to think of 
the matter,” he said, ** nor have I read the 
article. I really cannot say anything about 
the matter now.” 

“Do you believe Dr. Henson is quoted 
correctly in the article?’

Decision Handed Down Upholding 
Conditions Imposed in the Issu- 
ance of Rebate Vouchers. 


* Special Master in Chancery Robert H. Pat- 


| ton handed down a lengthy decision yester- 


day in which the validity of the rebate 


 vétichers of the whisky trust. was sustained. 


The decision is of far-reaching importance, 
for it has a direct bearing upon similar re- 
bate vouchers issued by the sugar, lead, to- 


bacco, and other trusts. 

The contention centered upon the condition 
attaching to the payment of the rebate of 
seven cents, which provided that during the 
period of six months elapsing between the 
issuing of the voucher and its payment the 
party to whom it is issued is to purchase his 
goods exclusively from the trust. 

It was contended on behalf of the rebate 
holders that the condition was illegal and in 
restraint of trade; that it tended to build up 
and perpetuate a monopoly; that the seven 
cents rebate named in the voucher is not a 
rebate, but an excess or exaction which the 
purchaser may recover._back; that it conati- 
tuted a hostage demanded by the seller to 
insure theypatronage of eet for 
which the purchaser received no considera- 
tion; that owing to the trust having acquired 
control of nearly all the: distilleries In the 
country, and thereby having forced purchas- 
ers to pay an excessive price, the te was 
not voluntarily paid, but was obtained by 
duress; and that the condition ts in the 
nature of an option, and therefore, under the 
wer of Illinois, is a gambling contract and 
void.

The utterance is the 
harbinger of an outward movement of tone from 
London and Burope which will mean more to the 
American peopfe than any event since the libera- 
tion of the slaves. Let the great Thunderer bg- 
come silent for a while concerning those empty 
sensations which have plunged the British public 
from one scare into another, and let it republish 
the former forecasts of this series; let the Brit- 
ish public extricate itself from those imaginary 
evils which have so long beset the tight little tele 
both by land and by sea, and direct its vision to 
that point of its orbit to which the financial world 
has now swung, for the Monetary Trust points 
out in this forecast a pending revolution in 


- finance which every investor of Europe and every 


other individual who is interested in the evolution 
of the industrial.side of our civilization will do 
well to heed. 

Eight years ago the owners of the money of the 
Old World were greedily investing that money in 
every region of the globe and were amazed at the 
success of their manifold undertakings. ~ Two 
years later they began to fear that vaulting con- 
fidence had overreached itself, and.upon thé 
downfall of the Barings this fact burst into the 
realization of every bourse of Europe. Then 
simultaneously the owners of that money under- 
took to extricate themselves,.from their infinite 
complications and, alarmed af each other's move- 
ments, hurried into a blind and brutal. struggle 
to undo all they had done and get back their 
money. In that stampede they destroyed thod- 
sands of properties which they themselves owned. 
At last they have that money back in their own 
eliitch” locked up ‘in their own vadlts, and have 
no use for it. The investors of England, encircied 
by fears of their own creation, have confined 
themselves to the few securities which are found 
in the narrow limits of their island until quota- 
tions for those securities are literally beyond the 
reach of reason. When men are quivéring with 
fear they cling to the securities which grow up 
among their own homes. As sensations are now 
subsiding and the shudderings grow more quiet 
they are cautiously buying American railway 
bonds, buf the consols of this republic aré United 
States Government bonds, as St. Paul and North- 
west shares are the consols of our wonderfal 
Northwest country. ' 

These securities will pow advance even as British 
consols have advanced, and when.the new owners 
thereof realize this they will turn with larger 
courage to other American properties until finally 
the idle money of Buropé will again run riot fn 
every department of American enterprise. Thus, 
a new monetary movement is in motion and the 
financial world is slowly éwitiging the other way. 
The outward Movement of money from the vaults 
of Burope is daily gathering momentum and will 
extend with widening influence’ until its ~{r- 
resistible outflow has reached.all-the scattered 
values of the.world.. When the inward flow of 
money set in a few years ago from remote regions 
of enterprise into the vaults of Europe every

‘eurrent were forced to yield. Now the beneficent

Crisis in South Africa. 

The trend of events is toward a serious 
crisis in South Africa, in the opinion of the 
best-informed . British politicians. The re- 
fusal of President Kruger of the Transvaal 
to visit Englafid will subject Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain to great pressure to com- 
pel Mr. Kruger to grant immediate reforms 
to the Uitlanders, or foreigners, in the South 
African republic.

CALIFORNIA’S GRIEVOUS RABBIT PEST 


It Threatens to Be as Serious a Matter 
as Australia’s. 

California’s rabbit nuisance is assuming 
proportions and making progress which 
most unpleasantly suggest comparison with 
the actual plague of rabbits that afflicts 
Australia; afflicts it in a hopeless degree, 
according to the latest reports of the various 
colonial governments. California has lately 
adopted some Australian methods of thin- 
ning out the rabbits, and apparently with 
about the same lilmited measure of suc- 
cess. In Australia the attempt to extermi- 
nate them has been given up, and every effort 
is now directed to confining the rabbits to 
certain areas, or rather to keeping them out 
of certain cultivated regions. Even this en- 
tails enormous expense on the governments 
and landowners, is by no means sure, and 
often is unsuccessful. ‘ 

It is stated that in one county alone in 
California the loss to farmers from rabbits 
and hares amounted last year to fully $600,- 
000. Many experiments with poison have 
been made, but the farmers have about con- 
cluded that the only thing to do is occa- 
sionally to thin out the rabbits by holding 
big round-up hunts or drives. The story of 
several of these drives recently undertaken 
has been told. It is estimated that asa result 
of 140 drives in all held in California 356,400 
rabbits have been killed. But the latest re- 
ports say there js no appreciable diminution 
in their numbers. 

Some years ago the Government of New 
South Wales offered a reward of £25,000 to 
any one who suggested a really efficient 
method of getting rid of the rabbits. This 
offer stood open for séveral years, and more 
than 2,000 schemes were offered, coming 
from all parts of the world. Many were 
tried, but none was found to be wholly sat- 
isfactory, and finally the offer was with- 
drawn, and the Australians tried to make up 
their minds to. the inevitable permanence 
of the pest. Ferrets, stoats, and weasels 
were imported and bred in thousands, and 
they have done good work. Poisons of alli 
sorts were tried with but little success. 
Cats were introduced, and they also did 
good service. But the rabbits multiply at 
such an astounding rate that they have 
much more than held their own and have 
spread into new regions, destroying a large 
proportion of all crops wherever they have 
penetrated. 

Directly and indirectly. South Australia 
loses fully £500,000 a year from rabbits. The 
Government of Victoria has been working 
hard since 1880 trying to keep down the 
plague, and has spent more than £300,000 
in the work. The amount of money spent 
by farmers and their landowners is incal- 
culable. One mar, owning a large estate, 
has spent £15,000 in the last few years fight- 
ing rabbits. The government estimates that 
no less than 37,750,000 acres of land, farming 
and grazing, in the Colony of Victoria, is 
infested with rabbits. 

Many schems have been offered for mak- 
ing use of the rabbits commercially, and thus 
recouping at ‘least a little of the loss they 
cause. Many thousands are killed and their 
skins used, and something of a trade has 
been built up in the shipment of rabbits 
to England and elsewhere for food, either 
canned or frozen. But the world can’t live 
on rabbit meat, and it would need to in order 
to afford the Australians a profitable way of 
making use of their rabbits. The skins are 
largely used for many purposes.. One con- 
cern in Victoria — 874,000 rabbit skins 
every year, and in the last seventeen years

These fences are expensive to build and

LIPPMANN’S PICTURES IN COLORS. 


Distinguished French Investigater 
Tells How It Is Done. 

The latest development of genuine photog- 
raphy in colors was explained to a brilliant 
audience of the Royal Institution recently by 
M. Lippmann, the distinguished French in- 


vestigator. He has now succeeded in repro- 


ducing perfectly all the colors of nature ona 
seysitive plate. The prominent leaders in 
science who were present were aroused to 
great enthusiasm by M. Lippmann’s achieve- 
ment. He explained his method, which is 
simple, and he displayed results which are

marvelous. Light, as every one knows, 
rushes through the camera, as through all 
space, at the rate of 186,000 miles per second. 
With this velocity it leaves traces of its 
energy in the photographic picture in light 
and shade, but it is colorless because the 
forms of the individual waves or vibrations 
are not depicted. 

To secure this result M. Lippmann places 
rehind the thin, ee gelatine film a 
mirror of mercury. This stops the rays of 
light and refiects them, thus rendering thé 
vibrations practically stationary, as the re- 
sult showed. They then leave on the film 
the impress of each separate prisma&tic color 
and shade. These effects are not similar to 
those of a pigment which can be seen in any 
direetion. The film remains trahsparent, and 
its hues are like those of a soap bubble or 
nacerous layer of shell or mother of pear! 
and other substances ‘in themselves color- 
less. In other words, the photographic 
plate, which is developed in the ordinary 
manner, must be held at a certain angie in 
order to see the chromatic effects. 

M. Lippmann showed by reflected electric 
Nght a number of pictures produced in this 
manner, several being the simple colors of 
the spectrum, and others photographs of 
natural objects and scengs, including por- 
traits.

ings now in use, where appearance counts al- 
most as much as utility, came into being the 
work of wiring them for phones was found 
not much greater than in the old sort. 

In many cases it is less, for the use of 
‘phones in the offices is expected and ar- 
rangements are made for running the wires. 
The tops of the moldings are grooved so 
that they furnish a hiding place for wires, 
and at some spot in every inside wall a wood- 
en brick is set, through which it is easy to 
enter. The old-style residences and the less 
pretentious ones aré not hard to wire, for 
the walls are mostly lath and plaster; they 
are heated by furnace, so there ie little 
danger of the insulation being destroyed by 
heat; and the shortest way to the ‘phone 
is usually found practicable. But the mod- 
ern residences, the expensive houses of 
Michigan avenue and the Lake-Shore drive, 
furnish problems-difficult of solution. They 
have little lath and plaster and plenty of 
fire-proofing, polished woodwork, and tile; 
often the floors are deadened; usually they 
are heated by steam or hat water, the pipes 
for which must be carefully avoided; and, 
beyond all, they are things of beauty, 
harmed by a scratch and filled with priceless 
pictures and bric-a-brac. 

Moreover. the proprietor never fails to pick 
out the one spot most difficult of access for 
his "phone. There are numerous men in the 
employ of the telephone company who are 
ready to take oath on this. And, lastly, it is 
requisite that every bit of wire be hidden be- 
hind plaster or woodwork; noslight require- 
ment in many cases.

THEY ARE A NATION OF MUSICIANS. 


Munmgarians Are Born with a Love for 
Music and Great Skill. 

It is a thousand years now since the Huns, 
a barbarous tribe from a remote part of 
Asia, broke through the boundaries of Eu- 
rope, wandering westward, and eventually 


reaching Hungary by way of the Lower Dan- 
ube, in response to an invitation of King 
Arnulph of Bavaria, who needed their as- 
sistance against the Slav King of Moravia. 
According to a Byzantine and Arab writer 
the Huns were a tribe of Turkish nomads 
who were driven from their own territory 
by the encroachments of their more power- 
ful countrymen. The Huns were horse- 
men, ready for war and strife; they under- 
took periodical raids into all parts of Eu- 
rope, capturing numerous prisoners, whom 
they set to work in the fields. 

For nearly a century the Magyars contin- 
ued this primitive mode of life as warlike 
nomads. Toward the close of the tenth cent- 
ury the Magyars embraced Christianity. The 
first King who was crowned “ Apostolic 
Majestic” was “St. Ystvan,” the holy 
Stephen, whose right hand lies in a glass 
casket at the King’s palace of Buda Pesth 
and is shown to the public on Aug. 16 of 
every year. 

The enemies of the Huns were the Tar- 
tars and who many a time broke into 
the country and nearly destroyed it. The 
Magyars in the beginning of this century 
numbered about 3,000,000; today the popula- 
tion exceeds 8,000,000. In the modern Mag- 
yar there is no trace whatever left of his 
Asiatic extraction, yet he still retains those 
liberal, generous, and chivalrous traits which 
assisted him in conquering the non-Magyar 
elements of the country. 

During the time of general immigration 
from the East the gypsies [Egyptian nomads] 
overfiooded the European continent. A part 
of them settled in Hungaria. The lower 
class of the Cziganys [gypsies] is a restless, 
lazy, and thieving people; they roam around 
the country, settling nowhere, and staying 
only a short period at one place.. The moth- 
ers carry their babies on their arms, begging 
with the intention of stealing; the men in 
general, brown, swarthy creatures, hang 
around the market places shoeing horses and 
manufacturing nails. In summer they sleep 
in the oper fields and in winter they build in 
the remotest corner of the city huts ef the 
most primitive construction. 

It is miore than wonderful whence a race 
with such habits and inclinations can have 
derived its high capacity for music. Their 
favorite instruments are the cymbal! and the 
violin. Some of them have attained a virtu- 
osity, a clearness in tone and technic which 
is really marvelous. The Hungarian, who 
is not musically educated, is thoroughly 
equipped with all the abilities of the natural 
musician. 

He improvises Csardas melodies accord- 
ing to his inclination and mood. If alone 
he dreqms and sings of love; if with friends 
his courage rises and he becomes hilarious. 
The Czigany, although not able to read or 
to write, adopted a method of transferring 
the melodies to his instrument. 

The Csardas is the national dance of the 
Hungarians. The Csardas is devised from 
the word Csarda [fhut; or pleasure resort], 
where the betyar [(tramp] and Csikos fcow- 
boy] congregate and drink, sing, and dance. 

The Csardas contains two models. “ Las- 
su,” a slow movement, is a melody of a sad, 
dreamy character, written in the minor 
mode, followed by the “ Friss,”’ an extreme- 
ly wild dance in the patallel major key, 
which consists of a headstrong melody in 
a quick temper, which rapidly accelerates 
and becomes wilder, furious, and fiery as-it 
draws to the end. It is the genuine proto- 
type of the Hungarian temperament. 

At the millennium some of the finest gypsy 
bands will be heard, and about 500 singing 
societies will contest for a 1,000 kronon prize 
for the best Hungarian song.

face—and by his own statement called him 
a coward and scoundrel, knocked him down 
with a chair, kicked him in the face, 
stamped upon him, and might have killed 
‘him had not one of the teachers called the 
engineer, who dragged him away from his 
brutal, bloody work, arrested him, and 
handed him over to the police, 

Principal Kletzing was in a public office 
attending to his public duties. It is the uni 
versal testimony that he is a competent, 
painstaking, conservative principal, and 
would be the last to violate any rule of the 
board. Physically he was evidently no 
match for his assailant. Hence he was 
shamefully beaten and. mutilated'upon a 
charge which any one who knows anything 
about schools knows is nonsensical. The 
assailant was brought before a Justice yes- 
terday and expressed his desire to plead 
guilty and apologize, but the court declined 
to entertain the plea and fhe case was con: 
tinued. That was right. When the prin- 
cipal recovers there should be a complete 
judicial investigation, and. if Keeton is 
found guilty he should be punished to the 
extent of the law for assault, and this 
should be followed up by a suit for damages 
under the auspices of the Board of Educa- 
tion, not only in justice to the principal him- 
self but as a protection for other teachers. 
If principals are to be subjected to this 
sort of brutality teaching will become a 
serious business. They should not be'sub- 
jected to such outrages when blameless. 
If they-are to be, then it will be in order for 
the board to provide them with six-shooters 
so they can defend themselves. 
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WEW CRITICAL EDITION OF THE BIBLE 

The work on the new critical edition of 
the Old Testament has progressed so far 
in the three years since it was actively 
begun that three of the books already have 


German translations of three are promised 
to be issued from the press before the end 
of this month, The others will follow with 
little delay. Prof. Paul Haupt of Johns 
Hopkins University is the editor in chief. 
He and thirty-five others, ineluding Presi- 
dent W. R. Harper of the Chicago Universi- 
ty and thedistinguished ‘*heretic,” Dr, ©. A. 
Briggs, each have undertaken to translate 
one or more of the books in the sacred 
Canon, and their united labors will giveto 
the world the latest and best results of crit- 
ieal examination of all the material avail- 
able, historical as well as linguistic, the 
total including much that was not at the 
command of translators in previous cent- 
uries. 

It is now widely admitted that not only 
is the Old Testament a compilation of thir- 
ty-nine separate books, but that several of 
those books also are themselves compila- 
tions. For instance,-Genesis contains two 
distinct accounts of the creation which may 
be described as pieced together; the last 
chapter of Deuteronomy hardly could have 
been written by Moses, and “ Isaiah ” ap- 
pears to have been the work of more than 
one author. In spite of the great care that 
undoubtedly was taken in copying the man- 
uscripts and recopying in the ages before 
movable types took the place of the “pen ” 
numerous mistakes were made, these re- 
sulting in “ various” readings, and there 
is the strongest reason to believe that many 
statements originally written in the mar- 
gin as explanatory notes were incorporated 
into the text of later manuscripts. Some 
of these are so contradictory to the accom- 
panying matter that they are detected eas- 
ily, and others evidently were Written at 
dates long subsequent to those of the orig- 
inal manuseript. The comparative dates of 
the matter thus interpolated or added are in- 
dicated :in this latest edition by printing in 
polychrome, the text being printed in black 
on different colored surfaces of paper while 
a cértain class of added’ matter is under- 
lined. 

The Hebrew text in this critical edition is 
left “ unpointed,” the reason given for this 
being that the student may not be infiu- 
enced by the Masoretic punctuation. That 
is the way the Hebrew was written origi- 
nally, the vowels. being omitted, Thus, the 
word supposed to have Ween “ hatanee- 
neem,” meaning “ the sea monsters ” (Gen. 
I,, 21), is represented only by characters 
having the powers of “htninm.” Now, if 
the reader will consider that in the older 
Hebrew manuscripts not only were most 
of the vowels omitted but the letters were 
run together without any spacing to indi- 
cate where one word ended and another 
began, he readily can see it was difficult to 
tell in every case just what words a stated 
combination of letters was intended to rep- 
resent. The difficulty is all the greater as 
the grammar of the Hebrew tongue was 
comparatively crude, while the expressions 
of the Old Testament writers are highly 
figurative. For these reasons it often is 
hard to determine with certainty the tense 
of an action indicated, sometimes difficult 
to say whether the first or the third person is 
meant, and not infrequentiy it is a grave 
question whether a statement should be 
taken in the literal or. the metaphorical] 
sense, Besides all this, the early trans- 
lators had little knowledge of the laws of 
nature or scientifi¢e truths, and those of the 
days of King James must have been more 
or less affected by the then prevalent beliefs 
in regard to miracles and witchcraft. To 
one who takes these facts into account a 
due degree of reverence for the original 
Jewish writing as an inspired production 
may seem not to be inconsistent with the 
idea that our understanding of the real 


| meaning is susceptible of impgovement. 


This is the spirit in which Prof. Haupt 
and his learned associates bave undertaken 
the critical revision and translation of the 
Hebrew Scriptures. The aim is not to cor- 
rect the work of the ancient author, 
but that of those who came between him

For centuries the patient 
endeavors of loving students to ameliorate 
the condition of menkind by prying into the 
secrets of nature were derided, and the in- 
yestigators were visited with imprison- 
ment, torture, and death. Dr; White's vol- 
umes disclose a martyrology not less ex- 
tensive in numbers and nobility of names 
than those elaborated by Fex or Alban 
Butler. All alike perished for the sake of 
the truth as they believed in it, and all will 
some day find place among the world's 
worthies. 

"It is not alone the increasing charity of 
the theologians which has kept the cathede 
vibrations out of the field of polemical dis- 
cussion. It is due no less to the growing 
conviction among men of science that there 
is in the heart of man a longing desire for 
spiritual sustenance, whose oravings are 
not to be satisfied by the products of the 
study or of the laboratory. When Darwin 
first postulated his hypothesis it was uot 
alone the conservative student of divinity 
who gave offense to the wise. The hot- 
healed and thoughtless followers of the 
great investigator rushed to a counter at- 
tack upon revelation, which left a rankling 
sting and deferred the era now welcoming 
many a weary year. 

It is therefore a period of universal peace 
among men which is being so happily inau- 
gurated. If the dogmatists have refrained 
from exhibiting medieval rancor, there 
have been no insulting whispers of igno- 
rance and intolerance to provoke them. 
Months have elapsed since the news from 
Germany first found its way into the public 
prints. So far no word has been spoken 
against it by the dogmatists. There is still 
time for some promulgator of the statement 
that the “ sun do move ” to raise his feeble 
voice in impotent protest, but the very 
futility of euch an effort—if any euch be 
made--will only. bring into stronger relief 
the fact that the Roentgen rays have served 
to shed light, upon leng obscured places of 
the human soul not less than those of the 
human body. 


AN EPIGRAM TO CIRCLE THE GLOBE. 

The experiment to be tried at the opening 
of the Natidnal Electrical Exhibition in 
New York on May 7 promises to be of wide- 
spread popular interest and not confined to 
merely scientific circles. It is proposed at 
a certain hour on that day to send a mes- 
sage around the world by a telegraphic route 
greater than the circumference of the globe. 
All the lines are to be connected in single 
circuit and the current ig to be furnished 
from Niagara Falls. The proposed course 
is from New York to Burope, thence in suc- 
cession to China, Japan, Australia, Africa, 
Portugal, Brazil, Chile, Gentral America, 
Mexico, Galeston, Tex., and: back again into 
New York, \ 

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew hak been chosen 
to furnish the sentiment whieh is to go 
throughout the civilized world, starting 
and ending in the same room in New York, 
The announcement of the project has met 
with lively enthusiasm and the cable and 
telegraph companies will work in harmony 
to make it a success, It will be an incident 
so unique there is considerable speculation 
already over the probable sentence Dr. 
Depew will choose, It. will obviously be 
necessary for him to abstain from his fa- 
vorite long words and even from his accus- 
tomed anecdotes. Only an epigram, as 
short and incisive as possible, wil] fit the 
case, stich as that used by Prof. Morse in 
his first message over the wire between 
Washington and Baltimore: “ What God 
hath wrought.” It may not be necessary to 
caution the great post-prandial orator that 
this is not a time to be funny, yet there is a 
threatening suggestion in the reports from 
New York. It is declared Mr. Depew is 
busy thinking up what he shall say “ on this 
momentous occasion,” and in the same dis- 
patches are recorded some of his latest 
jokes, with an insinuation that he has more 


in incubation. If his mind is running in the | 


humorous channel there is a danger that he 
may not be able to concentrate his atten- 
tion on any more decorous sentiment. 
There might net be any inherent objection 
toamerry bon mot for this great telegraphic 
trip, and in fact the people of the United 
States might enjoy it better than a more 
serious phrase, but other nations are to be 
considered, and pations, too, which might 
not be able to grasp in this abrupt manner 
the point of Depew humor.. For instance, 
only yesterday, when Gov. Morton signed 
the bill requiring railway companies to 
check bicycles as baggage, Mr. Depew re- 
marked: “The Legislature has decided 
that. the bicycle is not a vehicle, but a 
trunk.” This is all-véery well here among 
friends who are prepared to make all allow- 
ances, but if perchance this hed been re- 
served for the tour of the world it would be 
likely to cause consternation at least. 
There is another menace iy the present po- 
litical excitement, under the influence of 
which Dr. Depew is liable at any time to 
break out into a etilogy of Gov. Morton. 
Between these two ruling passions it may 
be diffieult to guide the doctor into the more 
colorless realm that will be needed, and pcr- 
haps it would be well to have a firm censor 
regdy to act when the fateful moment ar- 
rives. 


In every other respect the choice of Mr. 
Depew for this purpose will be applauded, 
He has never ‘wavered in his faith in the 
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delays and unexpected expenses. Every 
little while the heirs will be called on to pay

But if they are unfortunate 
enough to fell into the hands of bad oncs 
they will be told that they have a good 
equitable case, and that a good legal one 
can be made out with a little money and 
time. 

In a year they 
will be told thaf excellent progress has 
been made, but that a few more documents 
are néGesdary, oF the case has to be argued 
in some other court. More money is needed. 
It is paid. A year later more progress is re- 
ported, and more money is asked for, That 
game will be kept up as long as the heirs 
will bleed. 

For many years unprincipled attorneys 
have lived comfortably off the credulity of 
American simpletons who believed there 
were vast sums deposited in the Bank of 
England or valuable estates tied up ip 
chancery which they could have by spend- 
ing a little money. As long as simpletons 
and shysters endure the one will continue to 
give and the other to receive. 


FURTHER TRACK ELEVATION. 

On last Thursday night the Council 
passed an ordinance relating to a subject 
which has occupied much of Mayor Swift's 
attention since he was elected. It is for the 
elevation of a mile and a half of railroad 
tracks which occupy Rockwell street, from 
Kinzie to Twelfth street. 

These numerous tracks, belonging to the 
Northwestern, Pan-Handle, dnd Wisconsin 
Central roads, have long been an obstruc- 
tion to free communication between the 
eastern and western portions of the West 
Division. They lie between Garfield Park 
and the populous sections east of Western 
avenue. They are crossed by the Madison, 
Lake street, and other roads and there is 
constant danger of loss of life at these cross- 
ings. 

The roads are understood to be ready to 
accépt the ordinance, which is a most ad- 
rantageous one for the city, since no streets 
or alleya will be closed and the former will 
be depressed much less than those on the 
South Side where the tracks have been 
elevated. 

At the next meeting of the Council, which 
will not be held until late in the week, so 
the Aldermen may attend the Republican 
State Convention, there will come up an- 
other ordinance which Mayor Swift has 
been working at. It is for the elevation of 
the Fort Wayne tracks on Stewart avenue. » 
It is a good measure, and the Aldermen who 
are fighting it might be in better business. 

The passage of this ordinance, which the 
road is ready to accept, will make travel 


gafer and will permit traffic to be carried 


on with less difficulty. This measure, like 
the Rockwell street one, will furnish addi- 
tional employment for labor. 

The hard times the last three years 
have made the roady un ling to spend 
money on track elevation if they could help 
it, but Mayor Swift has kept on hammering 
away at them, and now the resalts of his 
labors are becoming apparent. What roads 
he will get after next is not known, but he 
has some one in mind. He will push track

ALTGELD’S EVIL ADVICE TO LABOR, 

The report of the Auditor regarding build-

Mr. Lee accepted with modest deprecation 
the praise for its composition, and that 
ended the matter—-for twenty-five years, 
It is not known that Mr. Lee has stolen the 
works of any other man since—at least he 
has not been found out. It is believed also 
that Dr, Morgan's offense on Easter morn- 
ing was his first and only. It is apparent, 
therefore, as. between Mr. Lee and Dr. 
Morgan honors are easy. Mr. Lee has 
plucked the mote from his brother's eye, 
and some justice-loving people have pointed 
out the beam in Mr. Lee’s eye. Mr. Lee 
attempted to drag Dr. Morgan down into 
disrepute, and now finds his own self-con- 
sate pedestal upset and himself in the 

ust. 

Dr. Morgan’s prompt admissions and ex- 
planation of the extenuating circumstances 
that prompted him to his false step won him 
much sympathy. It is not clear in what 
way Mr. Lee can expect a similar comfort, 
and it is probable that, after all, he will be 
that much worse off than Dr. Morgan. Un- 
doubtedly he will be pardoned by his parish- 
ioners for an offense committed so long ago, 
but in the judgment of the world the lapse

CUTDOWN STREET CAB FARES. 

There is a suit pending in the Appellate 
Court in which the point is raised that the 
city cannot regulate the maximum rate of 
fare charged on street railroads, and that 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers alone have jurisdiction in the matter. 

Every: ordinance under which a Chicago 
street railway is operating has a proviso to 
the effect that the company shall not charge 
more than 5 cents. The contention is the 
city has no power to make such limitations, 
and that the Railroad Commissioners can 
make different ones if in their opinion that 
should be done. 

However this question as to where the 
power to regulate fares is vested may be 
settled finally, there is no doubt that power 
ought to be exercised at once. There was 
a time when the five-cent fare was reason- 
able. At present it is sheer extortion. It 
can be defended enly on the ground that if 
it were not charged it would be impossible 
to pay high dividends on tens of millions of 
watered stock. 

The substitution of coal for animals—of 
electricity for horses—has cut down enor- 
mously the operating expenses of the rail- 
roads. It has made it possible for them to 
do double the business at half the cost. 
They want to keep all that gain for them- 
selves and to give none of it to the people. 
But the latter, who own the streets they let 
the railroads use, are entitled to share in the 
economies due to the use of the new motive 
power, 

When the cars were drawn by horses they 
paid five cents cheerfully, for they knew 
that kind of power was expensive. Now, 
when a much cheaper kind of power is in 
use, they do not think they ought to pay 
more than three cents for a ride. Ner 
should they be compelled to de ge. . 

The profits of the street railroad cor- 
porations are so excessive that they have 
to be perpetually watering their stock in 
order that they may not have to declare 
monstrous dividends. It would not look 
well to pay 50 or 60 per cent a year, so they 
are pumping water into their stock to keep 
their dividend rate down. And yet so great 
are the sums they get for carrying people 
a few blocks in their crowded cars, and 
charging them more than suburban resi- 
dents pay for travel in cars where they al- 
ways get seats, that their much-watered 
stock sells for twice or thrice its face, 

The time has come when these roads 
should make up their minds to do one of two 
things. Wither they must give two cents 
out of the five cents they collect to the city, 
or they must collect only three and thua 
give two to the people. In some respects 
the first is the better, It would supply the 
city with abundant revenue. It would be 
paid by the people, but they would not feel the 
tax. They would not feel it as much as if 
the roads charged but three cents and the 
city took two cents directly from the tax- 


payers. 

Probably it is impossible to do this, but 
it is possible to cut down the fares to three 
vents. There is authority somewhere to do 
it, and the people doubtless would rather get 
the two cents than see the city get it, 
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useless to talk about arbitration. 
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THE “ FOREIGN TOUR” FAD. 
There are indications that more Ameri- 
cans will visit Europe this summer than in 
any previous season. The “ tour abroad” 
has degenerated from an educationa) feat- 


culture visit the Duropean places of interest 
as formerly, bent on a pleasure that shall 
be refining and instructive, but they have 
been swamped by the constantly enlarging 
crowd that seeks a fashionable theater for 
display and the lavish expenditure of 
money. 

A recent compilation of the statistics of 
ocean travel for last yegr shows to what an 
extent this practice has grown, and also 
some startling financial results. In round

spent an average of $1,000 each, or a total 

of $100,000,000, while they were away from 

home. Some estimates place the average 

as high as $2,000, but the smaller sum can 

be accepted as the more trustworthy and as 

wel] within the facts. Many of the tourists 

spend only a small portion of this average, 

but the great excess of the thousands who 

recklessly throw money away in order to 

impress the foreigners with their. wealth 

and consequence keeps the average up in 

big figures. It is predicted this year that 
the number of tourists will be far in excess 

of 100,000, but taking that figure, with the 

usual rate of expenditure, as the record for 

1896 also, it is apparent $100,000,000 is to 

be drained from the country again at a 

time when every dollar is needed at home. 


This immense sum of money goes mostly 
in gold, but it dribbles away so gradually 


people appreciate what a great finazicial 
loss to the United States it means until the 
figures are collected into the impressive 
total. It would be an act of patriotism if 
these people who go to Burope merely to 
spend money and satisfy a love for petty 
homage could be content with America for 
a year and give tradesmen in the United 
States the benefit of this prodiga] expendi- 
ture. If-only half of this $100,000,000 
could be kept at home there might be much | 
less heard of gold exports and less cause for 
bond issues. The effect on the nationa] 
credit of such a saving to the country might 
be directly profitable even to these self- 
denying tourists themselves, and certainly 
it is an experiment worth their trying for 
selfish reasons alone, if not from any sense 
of patriotic duty.

and so on, while the person who has been 
living on a'steady diet of bread, meat, and 
potatoes from one New Year’s day to an- 
other is given a chance to try the virtues of 
a grain and vegetable diet. 

The same plan is followed as regards bath- 
ing. In fact, the only thing which is not sub- 
ject to variation in order to conform it to 
‘personal needs is the regulation of rest. 

A thoroughly exhausted patient, or one who 
has completely reached the limit of his nerve 
orce, is put to bed, and there, with the ex- 
ceptions of rising for treatments, he is kept 
until the system has had a chance to recuper-~ 
ate. Food of the lightest and most nourish- 
ing kind is administered at frequent inter- 
vals, massage and Swedish movements are 
given to prevent atrophy of the muscles, and 
complete rest of body and mind are insisted 
upon. No reading is allowed, friends, where 
the case seems.to require this precaution, 
are rigorously excluded, and the only differ- 
ence between night and day is made by the 
longer period of time which elapses between 
the giving of food. Days pass like hours, 
after the first rebellion against complete in- 
ection the patient’ submits happily; nature 
recovers herself, and at the end of the two, 
four, or six weeks’ rest a number of years 
have been dropped from the apparent age, 
and the body feels new and young again. A 
system of gentile and progressive exercise is 
now inaugurated, together with a varied 
diet, and electric or other remedial baths, 
and the patient is encouraged to be much in 
the open air, and to enjoy the society of those 
about him. Only, until recovery is complete, 
stated periods of absolute rest are enjoined, 
and promptly at 9 o'clock every evening the 
electric lights: go out, and the rest cure pa- 
tient is supposed to be safe in bed for the 
night. 

At 7:30 he or she awakes to a tempting 
breakfast, and after a few weeks of this 
regimen the sufferer is pronounced cured and 
leaves the sanitarium. If he is foolish or 
careless he is apt to return sooner or later, 
for not even the rest cure is proof against a 
repetition of the causes which made it neces- 
sary, but if he is wise he has learned how to, 
prevent a return of the nervous exhaustion, 
and can treat himself intelligently at its 
slightest approach. 

* The rest cure might just as well be ad- 
ministered -at home in many cases,"’ said one 
of its strongest advocates recently, “if only 
people were possessed of sufficient strength 
of mind. The rest fad did wonders for so- 
ciety women several seasons ago, but few 
were wise and strong-minded enough to keep 
it up when the fad was replaced by.a newer 
one. ‘ One hour’s rest a day, one day’sresta 
week, ahd one weék’s rest a month,” we used 
to prescribe then, and it worked wonders in 
many cases... But to be successful the rest 
cure must be persisted in for a certain length 
ef time, and for a society woman, or her busi- 


.pess. sister, to say nothing of a business-man 


rushed to distraction, to resolutely hold to 
such a program at home is almost impossi- 
ble. No sooner. has the weary man or woman 
prepared to rest than a caller is announced, 
or the telephone bell rings, and it takes the 
courage of a hero to withstand these de- 
mands. Even if repose of body is insisted 
upon the mind runs wild, and but little good 
is accomplished. But the rest cureis 4 won- 
derful thing, nevertheless, and even fifteen 
or thirty minutes of absolute silence and 
repose, schooling the mind to be as still as 
the body, will remove countless numbers of 
the wrinkles which tell of nervous wear and 
tear, and do - more real good than a whole 
drug store full of tonics.”’ 


Stricter Treatment in Germany. 


In Germany, where the rest cure is most 
widely followed, a stricter regimen is prac- 
ticed. The patient is placed in a small, 
whitewashed cell, with bare walls, bare 
floors, bare windows, uncurtainéd and wide, 
and here he is forced to remain for a period 
varying from one to three months. The 
food he takes is literally fed to him; on fine 
days he is drawn out into the sunshine and 
allowed to sleep there, and all attempts to 
ri¢e or exert himself are sternly forbidden. 
At the end of the prescribed time he is un- 
willing to break this trance of rest, and the. 
struggle of returning to the ordinaty world 
is a severe one. The rebellion against the 
treatment at first, so strong at times as to 
almost produce madness, is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the unw illingness to change 
it at the end of the time, and altogether the 
patient, in getting cured, suffers not-a iittle. 

In Chicago it is argued that this system is 
wrong, and the change is.made more grad- 
ually. At the beginning of the cure the 
natient is usua}ly quite willing to rest, and 
the return to the world is made gradually. 
With the first symptom of a cure the patient 
is urged to read enlivening literature, to go 
out, to receive friends, and for. this pur- 
pose parlors are provided, music and. fre- 
quent entertainments prepared, and there 
are no hard and fast rules in regard to the 
carrying on of the sanitarium life, excepting 
the early-retiring regulation. Viewed in the 
light ef common sense the Chicago system 
scemis the better one. 

And after all, when the matter is carefully 
considered there is nothing in this last-men- 
tioned regimen -which might not be under- 
taken at home by any man with a careful 
wife or any. woman whose maid could. be 
depended upon to provide her with plentiful 
and frequent food of the.right kind and to 
exclude visitors. Add to these requirements 
a determination not to worry and the won- 
derful rest cure, which has been known to 
make an optimist out vo. a discouraged pes- 
simist, and to banish wrinkles and other 
youth-destroying troubles at a forty-league 
gait, is within the reach of every Chicagoan, 
whether he cares to leave home or not. |
